Extensive Fire---The Weather---Prospects of 


a State Election in Louisiana. 
Cuicaco, Jan, 2d. 


The extensive tobacco factory of Mep- 
ham Bros., at St. Louis, was destroyed by 
fire Thursday, with a large quantity of 
tobacco prepared for the market. Loss, 
one hundred thousand dollars ; insured for 
sixty-cight thousand. 

The heaviest and most extended snow 
storm known in this section of country for 
years, commenced Wednesday night and 
continued till yesterday morning. Dis- 
patches represent it very severe 4s far 
south as Springfield, north, to Green Bay, 
west, into Iowa. Heavy drifts have com- 
pletely blockaded all the railroads, and no 
trains have arrived here since Thursday 
morning. The telegraph is also working 
badly. We are, in consequence, deprived 
of the usual quantity of news. 

Preparations for a State election in 
Louisiana are going actively forward. A 
late Era says: The friends of the Free 
State movement are coming forward very 
actively to register their names as voters 
under the call of the Governor. They not 
only go forward themselves but urge their 
friends to do so. Meetings are held and 
discusstons had almost nightly, by means 
of which the people are moving. All this 
work is dune quietly but publicly, and 
already between three and four thousand 
have put down tltir names as voters. 
Every day adds to their number. It is 
probable that by the middle of January 
there will be eight to nine thousand names 
registered, or the maximum of the legal 
voters of the city. When most populous, 
under the old Systein of registry, there 
were fourteen thousand names entered 
during the progress of seven or cight 
years, yet we do not recollect but one 
election under that law at which more 
than 10,000 votes were polled. Referring 
tu the #resident’s late Proclamation, the 
Era, says: Under this Proclamation an 
election can be called when the number of 
qualified voters are registered equal to 
one-tenth of the vote of 1860. The vote 
of Louisiana in ’60 was about 45,000, so 
that when 4,500 are registered we shall 
be entitled to an election. This certainly 
must inspire every Free State man with 
hope and joy. It assures us of a victory ; 
it promises a speedy restoration of our 
State under a new Constitution, or at any 
rate with tha old Constitution stripped of 
the hideous institution of Slavery. ~ 

Dispatches from Louisville and St. Louis 
represent that in consequence of the snow 
storm, all the railroads leaving from the 
latter city, are blockaded.

Special Cincinnati dispatches says that 
a letter from a Congressman in Washing- 
ton, who is posted, says that tax on whis- 
ky will be sixty cents a gallon; also 
writes that soon after the re-assembling 
of Congress a bill will. be introduced in- 
structing the Président to call out 800,000 
men in addition to 300,000 of the last 
call. Not that 800,000 will be secured, 
but that one-fourth of this number at least 
will be obtained, and three hundred dol- 
lars each from theremainder. The Treas- 
ury will thus realize $180,000,000, which 
amount is to be appropriated to pay re- 
enlistment bounties to all troops whose 
terms expire next spring. The three 
hundred dollar clause therefore will not 
be repealed, but a consolidation of both 
clauses will be made. 

The same dispatch says: It is known, 
direct from Richmond, that the rebels will 


regard to age, condition or color, and will 
repair, if possible, to Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee. Their invalids are to do garrison 
duty; the negroes will be armed and com- 
pelled to fight by the side of their mas- 
ters. The forts will be manned entirely

Anorner BatrLe—Orriciat Rerort.—The 
following account of a late battle in Tenn. 
we find in the Mobile Register of the 30th 
ult., which paper copies from the Chatta- 
nooga Rebel : 


Official Report of the Battle of Main-street. 
To James Seddon, Esq., Secretary of War 
—My Dear James: The battle of Main- 
street, Fire-plug, occurred bktween thie 
undersigned and the proprictor of the 
‘Magnolia Bar-room,’ about the settlement 
of asmall “julep” bill. The proprietor 
aforesaid rejoiceth in the appellation of 
“Suggs.” Icame to the premises of Suggs 
to make (in military parlance) a requsi- 
tion for a short horn of ‘“peach”—then I 
came to words—then I came to blows— 
then both the enemy and mysclf ‘clenched,’ 
and we came out in the street. Crowds 
of spectators soon collected and made a 
circle so that the provost guard was un- 
able to get sight, or prevent the mancuvre. 
Observing that the enemy (Snggs) barely 
outnumbered me in the force of his muscles, 
I fell back in a sort of rapid hog-wollow 
to the curb-stone, where I fortified with a 
resolute determination to die in the last 
ditch. Enemy advanced in a serpentine 
crawl, and took firm hold of my hair. I 
immediately advanced a thumb and took 
possession of my adversary’s left eye. He 
skirmished vigorously with his right fist, 
and made a desperate charge on the back 
of my neck with his teeth. He held his 
position until I drove his nose back in. 
utter confusion with my left mauler. I 
then ordered my right arm to advance and 
take possession of the base of his neck, 
below his cars, with instructions to garote. 
This order was promptly obeyed. The 
enemy then brought up his heels (until 
that time held in reserve) and proceeded 
to kick a hole in my bread basket in order 
to cut of my supply of wind. With the 


his mouth—but in this the enemy antic? 
pated me by taking five of my fingers 
prisoners in his teeth, evincing a determi- 
nation emphatically to make war to the 
teeth. My mouth then went forward at a 
double quick and captured his nose. He 
then kicked me in both flanks with his 
toes, with a toe-tal disregard of the rules 
of civilized warfare. Discovering myself 
flanked in this manner, I bit him severely 
in the rear and raised the black flag, 
when he drew of his forces and left the 
field. Ithen deemed it sprudent to fall 
back, which I did as soon as an opening 
in the crowd was effected, and thereby 
saved myself an unnecessary effusion of 
blood. It was one of the most skillful re- 
treats on record. One of the best eviden- 
ces of military genius is to retreat well. 
It is a matter of no consequence to know 
how to fight. Anybody can fight, and 
fighting is common. But to know how to 
retreat when you are whipped, is the high- 
est perfection in the school of high tactics.
